“On my return from Kansas 
City,”” he continued with his testi- 
mony, “I began a check up to see 
what I was getting back.

THE “BEE LINE.” 

We seem to be living in a day of ex- 
ploded theories. We would like to explode 
one more—this one is about that old say- 
ing, “Straight as a bee line.” We read 
that a certain railroad built its track across 
the plains of Texas as straight as a bee 
line; the flying machine rose above the tree 
tops and “struck a bee line” for Chicago. 
The birds in their annual flight Northward 
fly “on a bee line” to their Northern homes, 
etc. 

The general conclusion is that the rail- 
road track fs a very straight line, that the 
flying machine and birds travel in a straight 
line, if they travel as a bee travels. But 
did we ever take the trouble to see how 
Straight a bee travels? If not, we can be 
easily deceived by the old expression 
“straight as a bee line.” 

When flowers are scarce in early Spring 
or late fall, the bee goes out from the hive 
to find the precious blossom. The bee finds 
the flower by its fine sense of smell; there- 
fore, it flies crossways the wind. We will 
say the wind is blowing from the south; the 
bee will fly either east or west. Suddenly 
it comes into the scent of a flower. It does 
not turn immediately south, but flies on 
until it passes out of the line of the scent 
of the flower, then it circles south and back’ 
across the scent again. At each turn it 
goes more and more toward the flower. 
The scent of the flower as it is carried by 
the wind spreads out from the flower on 
the air like a half open fan, the small end 
of the fan representing the flower. Each 
turn of the bee shortens its cross flight un- 
til it can see the flower. 

When the bee returns to the hive with 
its honey it rises up from the flower in a 
spiral flight until it ts well above bushes 
or trees or any other obstruction. Theh 
it takes a horizontal course, but stilk a 
slightly whirling motion Ifke a cotled spring 
stretched out.
